Defends Right of President 
to Arm Ships — Military 
Training Necessary for the 
Country’s Safety, He Says. 


Declaring that we are already in ef- 
fect in war with Germany, a war that 
had been forced upon us by acts of 
lawless aggression which we could not 


further condone without loss of our 


prestige as a. nation and of our self- 
respect, and further declaring that ade- 
quate preparation for national defense 
necessitated the adoption of a system 
of military training that would in- 
clude all of our young men, former 
President William H. Taft was greeted 
with an uproar of applause fram an 
audience that filled the main floor and 
every gallery of the Auditorium, with 
hundreds standing up in the rear of 
the hall, yesterday afternoon. 

No such audience has been gathered 
in the Auditorium to hear a _ public 
man speak for years, nor has such en- 
thusiasm been witnessed as that which 
the ex-president to Georgia 
Friday. Wild outbursts of approval 
broke from the huge audience when 
Mr. Taft said: 

“If a commercial vessel of the United 
States, armed in advance by the presi- 
dent, meets a submarine, it ought to 
sink it on the spot without warning. 
To wait is like waiting for a coroner's 
inquest When a man points a pistol at 
— .

National Conscience Clear. 

“Our national conscience is void 
ofiense in respect to the seeking of 
war. We only take up the sword be- 
cause honor and respect for our rights 
have compelled us to do so. Now we 
ought to bear ourselves so that our 
enemy will regret having made us 
fight. 

“We have declared war against the 
greatest military nation in’ the world 
and we must be prepared for the great- 
est strain in doing our part. When we 
find three or more nations struggling 
With a common enemy of ours, it is out 
common sense that we should unite 
with those nations.’ 

The speech was scheduled to begin at 
4 o'clock, but for more than an hour be- 
fore that time the crowd began pouring 
into the Auditorium, filling the parquet 
floor and overflowing into the galler- 
ies, so that full fifteen minutes before 
the speaker appeared on the platform 
every seat was taken except those re- 
served in front for members of the 
legislature. These assembled in Taft 
hall, where they were introduced to the 
distinguished statesman, and each of 
them acquired personal knowledge of 
the famous Taft handshake and smile. 

On Mr. Taft's appearance in the hall 
the entire audience rose to its feet in 
his honor, while the band played “The 
Star Spangled Banner.” He took his 
seat on the platform between the geov- 
ernor of Georgia and the mayor of At- 
lanta

the world. The great war had brought 
home to us the importance of our en- 
tering on a league to preserve” the 
peace in future, he said. 

Governor Harris paid a 
to the winning ways and 
nature of the ex-president which had 
won him a place in the hearts of all 
the people, regardless of party or fac- 
tional affiliations. 

“He has the most genial smile of 
any man who ever occupied the chief 
magistracy of our nation,” said the 
governor. “He went out of the presi- 
dency one of the best loved men who 
ever occupied that chair. Now he comes 
to speak to Georgia from an Atlanta 
platform, and the people of Georgia are 
always ready to hear him.” 

After a brief and humorous reference 
to his past experiences with Georgia 
hospitality. which, he said, he had some- 
how survived, Mr. Taft entered into 
his subject as follows: 

“I am here to advocate what has 
been called the League to Enforce 
Peace.

New York, March 23.—(By Associated 
Press, From European Cables of the 
Day.) —Temporarily, at least, the retire- 
ment of the German forces in France 
appears to have halted, as both the 
British and French communications re- 
port counter attacks and stubborn re- 
sistance along the front. Notwithstand- 
ing this the British report progress 
southeast of Arras, and the French have 
moved forward between one and a quar- 
ter and two and a half miles in the St. 
Quentin region. 

The French also have gained on the 
heights overlooking the Oise valley, 
northeast of Tergnier, and have repuls- 
ed German attacks before Thil, north- 
east of Rheims. Paris asserts that the 
Germans are inundating the Oise re- 
gion, and that the city of La Fere, 
thought to have been one of the strong 
points in the German line, is under 
water.

From Beaurains, about two miles 
south of Arras, to Ktreillers, five miles 
west of St. Quentin, London reports en- 
counters between British and German 
forces. At Vraucourt and at two points 
in the center of the line German coun- 
ter attacks are said to have been re- 
pulsed and the British positions main- 
tained. Southeast of Arras, in the 
neighborhood of Ecoust and Croisilles, 
the British made further gains. 

The latest official statement from 
Berlin says the French were repulsed in 
the attacks along the Somme-Crozat 
canal, between the Somme and the Oise, 
and that 230 prisoners were taken by 
the Germans. 

Except for French activity near Mon- 
astir, in Serbia, and Russian advances 
in Persia, there have been no important 
operations on the other battle fronts. 
North of Monastir, after a violent fight, 
Hill 1248 remained in the hands of the 
French. Paris says the German and 
Bulgarian troops made repeated unsuc- 
cessful attacks to gain possession of the 
hill. Berlin reports a “harassing fire” 
by the French near Monastir, and says 
a partial attack took place between 
Lakes Ochrida and Presba. 


GERMANS DRIVEN 
NEAR ST. QUENTIN 
BY FRENCH FORCES 


Paris, March 23.—The French forces 
operating to the northeast of the St. 
Quentin canal have pushed back the 
Germans between one and a quarter 
and two and a half miles and also 
have -gained additional ground on the 
heights northeast of Tergnier, over- 
looking the Oise valley, according to 
the French official communication is- 
sued tonight. Two German attacks 
near Thil, northwest of Rheims, were 
repulsed. 

The communication says: 

‘Between the Somme and the Oise 
in the course of the day our troops 
earried out with decision a _ spirited 
offensive which was completely suc- 
cessful. The enemy, despite stubborn 
resistance, was pushed back on a large 
front for distances varying between 
twoand four kilometres to the north- 
east of the canal of St. Quentin. 

“To the northeast of Tergnier our 
detachments have pushed ahead on the 
heights immediately overlooking the 
Oise valley. In this region the Ger- 
mans have resorted to inundations. 
The city of La Fere is under water. 

“To the south of the Oise we have 
continued oyr crossing of the Ajilette 
river. In the region to the north of

Moving picture houses may continue 
to operate in Atlanta on Sundays, ac- 
cording to the ordinance committee of 
city council, which yesterday reported 
unfavorably on the resolution barring 
Sunday pictures, which was introduced 
by Councilman William Buchanan. 

The hearing of the ordinance attract- 
ed unusual attention throughout the 
entire city. Many representatives of 
various organizations, enterprises and 
charities were present to hear and take 
part in the discussion on the proposed 
new ordinance and many made short 
addresses expressing their views on the 
subject. After all had had their say 
the matter was put to a vote and was 
lost when the committee voted 5-1 on 
motion to report unfavorably to coun- 
cil. 

Oppose the Resolution. 

An especial appeal to the committee 
to kill the resolution was made by la- 
dies representing the Woman's Study 
club, which, they state, places many 
girls in the Mineral Bluff school and 
supports them with the voluntary of- 


| 


ferings taken at the Sunday perform- 
ances given for their benefit at various 
show houses in the city. The school, 
stated these ladies, realize quite a nice 
figure from the shows and would be 
much embarrassed if this means of live- 
lihood was cut off. 

The most drastic appeal to the tom- 
mittee to fFefrain from reporting favor- 
ably the resolution was presented 
by Victor Kriegshaber, who declared 
that in the event the law 
prohibiting the Sunday pictures many 
of Atlanta’s working people, who had 
no chance to see anything on other 
days, would be deprived of this pleasure. 

“Also,” stated Mr. Kriegshaber, “if 
this resolution is favored here and later 
passed,.it will mean that the Sunday 
organ recitals, under auspices of the 
Atlanta Music Festival association, 
will have to be discontinued. These 
recitals are maintained by popular sub- 
scription taken at the Auditorium each 
Sunday and furnish a means of very 
pleasantly spending a Sunday afternoon 
to the Atlanta public. Further, there 
is a state law which can be utilized for 
your purpose without adding to the 
statute books of ‘the city any other un- 
necessary legislation.” 

Mr. Kriegshaber referred to that sec- 
tion of the code which makes the pur- 
suit of any ordinary calling on Sunday 
a misdemeanor, excepting the charita- 
ble and necessary acts. 

Plea by Kriegshaber. 

“You want to close these places of 
wholesome amusement to the people,” 
declared Mr. Kriegshaber, “and yet you 
offer them nothing in return. There 
are many who cannot afford to do as we 
do: have autos, golf club@ etc., and 
go when and where we want. You are 
taking from these persons their only 
means of amusement on Sunday, the one 
day in the week when they are masters 
of their own time. You can’t expect 
men who work six days in the week to 
be satisfied with the lack of the oppor- 
tunity which we have to do what we 
want when we want. If you want to 
regulate this, do so, and do it in a man- 
ner in which the people can get the 
benefit.”

Petrograd, March. 23.—(Via London. 
British Admiralty Per Wireless Press.) 
Russian troops pushing west from! 
Kermanshah in Persia have reached a 
point less than 45 miles from the Meso- | 
potamian border. The war office an- 
nounced today that after a Turkish! 
army had been ‘beaten in a sixteen- , 
hour battle outside of Kerind the Turks | 
had retreated to the vicinity of Kerind | 
and made another stand there, 

Another Russian column has attack- ; 
ed the Turks along the Shirwan river, | 
a tributary of the Diala, about mid- | 
way between Kermanshah and Sak- 
kiz, from which last point another Rus- 
Sian army has been pushing south- 
westward into Mesopotamia. 

The Russians also have won a new 
success near Lake Van, in southern 
Turkish Armenia, capturing men and 
material on the southwestern shore of 
the lake. 

The statement says: 

“Caucasus Front: During the night 
of Wednesday a body of our scouts 
penetrated unnoticed into the enemy's 
trenches near Hatvan, on the south- 
west shore of Lake Van, and by a dar- 
ing attack captured without firing a 
short a machine gun section consisting 
of three officers, eighteen Askaris and 
two machine guns, together with an 
apomscometer, an instrument for 
measuring altitudes, and a telephone. 

‘In the direction of Pendjivin our 
troops joined in combat with the Turks 
occupyin the southern shore of the 
River Shirwan, about 6 2-3 miles north 
of Pendjivin. 

“In the direction of Kasniohirin our 
troops on '!March 16, after a battle last- 
ing sixteen hours, dislodged the Turks 
from their positions near Chareztfa and 
occupied . Aliabad, 31-3 miles from 
Kerind (about 40 miles from the Meso- 
potamian border) and _ entered into 
combat with a Turkish division in the 
vicinity of Kerind.. No information 
has yet been received regarding the 
results of this battle. The Turkish 
line of retreat was covered with 
wagons, cartridges and corpses. 

“On the remainder of the front there 
were scouting reconnaissances and the 
usual rifle firing.”

“Along the rest of the front the day 
has been comparatively quiet. 
**“*Aviation: Today our anti-aircraft 
guns brought down a German airplane, 
which fell within our lines near Dieu- 
louard. 

“Belgian Communication: In the re- 
gion to the north of Dixmude the day 
has been characterized by reciprocal 
bombardments of varying intensity.” 

The French statement issued during 
the day says: 

‘North of St. Simon the enemy made 
a violent attack last night on our po- 
sitions near the village of Artemps. 
Our troops were thrown back slight- 
ly at first but immediately counter 
attacked with vigor and succeeded in 
driving the enemy as far as Serau- 
court-le-Grand. 

“There was heavy artillery fighting 
between the Somme and the Oise. South 
of the Oise further detachments cross- 
ed the Aillette. There was intermit- 
tent cannonading in the hill region. 

“North of Soissons we made new 
progress. It is now learned that the 
attack made by the enemy against the 
Vregny-Chivres front was extremely 
violent. The Germans hurled an entire 
regiment at a single point. Two of 
our companies of chausseurs, momen- 
tarily isolated, succeeded after violent 
fighting in disengaging themselves and 
returning with prisoners. The losses 
inflicted on the enemy in these fruit- 
less attacks were very heavy. 

“Several surprise attacks of the ene- 
my, northwest of Rheims, near Mai- 
sons-de-Champagne, in Avocourt wood 
and in the region of St. Mihiel, were re- 
pulsed by our fire. 

‘‘A German pursuit airplane, an Al- 
batross, was brought down yesterday 
in our lines in the region of Vezelise.” 


BRITISH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


London, March 23.—Encounters be- 
tween British patrols and German de- 
tachments have occurred along the 
general line from Beaurains to Etre- 
illers, says the official communication 
from British headquarters in France 
issued tonight. South of Arras and 
near the center of the line German 
counter attacks, the statement adds, 
were driven off and the British posi- 
tions were maintained. British troops' 
made further progress in the region of 
Croisilles and Ecoust, southeast of 
Arras, says the statement, the text of 
which follows: 

“In the area of our advance encoun- 
ters between our patrols and -hostile 
detachments of some strength have 
occurred at a number of points along 
the general line, Etreillers-Baumetz- 
les-Cambrai, Beaurains. During the 
day enemy counter attacks near Aize- 
Court-le-Bas, Baumetz-les-Cambrai and 
Vraucourt were driven off after fight- 
ing. Our positions were maintained 
and we took a few prisoners. Our 
troops made further progress in_ the 
neighborhood of Eucourt and Croi- 
silles. 

“We carried out a successful raid 
this morning east of Arras. The ene- 
my blew up a large mine last night 
north of Neuville-St. Vaast, but no 
damage was reported. Our artillery 
bombarded the enemy’s trenches south- 
east Loos and east of Vermelles 
with good effect.” 


GERMAN REPORT

Berlin, March 23.—(Via Sayville.)—

Wagner, Born in Prussia, Re- 
sents the Charge and Wants 
Mayor Mitchel Summoned. 


Albany, N. Y., March 23.—A resolu- 
tion summoning Mayor Mitchel, of New 
York, to the bar of the senate to ex- 


plain grounds for his allegation that 
Democratic Leader Robert F. Wagner 
was aiding Germany by delaying the 
Rockaway fortification site bill, was 
introduced today by Senator Wagner. 
Consideration was deferred until Mon- 
day night at the request of the intro- 
ducer. 

Senator Wagner, who was born in 
Prussia, and came to this country at 
the age of eight years, said: 

“The mayor of the city of New 
York has given to the press a state- 
ment in which he makes against me 
the vilest and most serious charge 
that can be made against an American 
citizen. [I denounce this charge as 
wickedly and atrociously false. and 
known to him to be false.” 

The matter has stirred legislative cir- 
cles almost as much as in the days 
preceding the impeachment of Governor 
Sulzer in 1913. 

Mayor Mitchel’s statement, made last 
night in New York, was quoted here as 
follows: 

“It would appear as though some- 
body is working -in the interests of 
Germany rather than in the interests 
of the United States. Do you want 
me to tell you who I mean? 1 will 
tell you. I[ mean ‘Bob’ Wagner.” 

Mayor Mitchel today denied that he 
had charged the minority leader with 
working tor Germany, claiming that the 
legislative record would show he was 
justified in declaring that “It would 
appear from the facts that there were 
persons in the senate who were work- 
ing more in the interest of Germany 
than in the interests of the United 
States.” 

Governor Whitman, who last night 
had characterized the Mitchel allega- 
tion as “absurd,” would not comment 
today on the situation. 

Majority Leader Eton R. Brown, of 
the senate, has introduced a bill carry- 
ing appropriation of $2,600,000 to settle 
all controversies so far as obtaining 
the fort site on behalf of the state and 
turning it over to the federal govern- 
ment is concerned.

to arm American ships without action 
by congress, Mr. Taft said: 

“President Wilson had the constitu- 
tional power to do this for which he 
sought confirmation. The obligation 
of the United States is to protect our 
citizens at home, on the high seas and 
in foreign jurisdictions and the presi- 
dent's oath of office requires him to 
do this. He is made commander in 
chief of the army and navy in order 
that he may protect American lives.” 

Mr. Taft said that, as congress had 
already made a large appropriation 
providine for an adequate navy, he 
would not address himself to that 
branch of the service, but to the army. 

“The only feasible method for proper 
preparation is the univergal compulsory 
military service of our youth. The 
country will not be paithful to its duty 
and to its patriotic youth unless it pre- 
pares them for war. Nowadays none 
but trained men can carry on war. 
When vou send out your youth unpre- 
pared, vou are committing a crime 
against them. 

“One vear of 
training will give vou a 
7ens,”’ he continued, “from which at 
any time a trained army may De fur- 
nished. That year of training will 
make those who go through it better 
citizens and better men. The youth 
of this generation haven't had disci- 
pline enough. They have not been 
called on to make any sacrifice for 
the nation nor have they learned the 
obligations which they owe to gov- 
ernment. 

“Compulsory military 
be applied to all alike, high and low, 
rich and poor. Merely as a means of 
elevating the tone of the population 
the system will be of great value.” 

Nothing Conflicting. 

Mr. Taft said that he was. speaking 
for himself in advocating universal 
military training and not for the 
League to Enforce Peace. 

‘But,’ he added, “there is nothing 
conflicting in the object of the League 
to Enforce Peace and doing the ob- 
Viously necessary thing now in pre- 
paring the nation for war.” 

In outlining the objects which the 
advocates of a league of nations to 
enforce peace expected to reach, Mr. 
Taft declared that they would not at- 
tempt to enforce a decision nor to de- 
mand a compromise, if the litigatin 
nations should fail to accept it. Al 
that the league would back with force 
would be the requirement that nations 
submit their differences to an inter- 
national tribunal for adjustment be- 
fore resorting to war. 

There were two classes of interna- 
tional controversies, those involving 
questions of law and those involving 
questions of national policy which oft- 
en did not have any status of inter- 
national law.

Defends Purchase of Alaska. 


In defending the purchase of Alaska 
by Seward, which was at the time 
characterized as the purchase of an 
iceberg and as Seward’s folly, Mr. Taft 
facetiously remarked: 

“T am personally interested in vindi- 
cating the memory of dead statesmen.” 

In regard to Mexico, he said: 

“Mexico is an international nuisance 
and we are intensely interested because 
the nuisance happens to lie just over 
our back fence. Brother Zimmermann, 
of the imperial German government, 
wants to move the fence up so as to 
include Texas. [ think Brother Zim- 
mermann is strangely lacking in a 
sense of humor, or he has never seen 
a Texan. Certainly he could not have 
suggested that if he had.”

COUGHS DUE TO DUST. 

The occupation of steel grinding is dan- 
Berous in inverse proportion with the size 
of the objects ground. Large objects can 
be ground in the wet way, but small ones, 
Such as needles or other fine implements, 
must be ground dry, and the grinder must 
watch his work closely hence constantly in- 
hales fine particles of steel thrown off in 
the process. 

The dust causes constant irritation. of the 
air passages, At first the man thinks he has 
‘‘catarrh’’—whatever a man thinks that is. 
There develops a slight dry cough, and later 
on expectoration. Finally a condition of 
hardening of the lungs occurs, and this often 
terminates fatally. The average age at death 
is from twenty-five to forty years. The 
danger may be diminished by the use of suit- 
able respirators and by the employment of 
an air blast to carry the dust away. 

In the work of bronzing, as in making 
show cards, Christmas cards and the like, 
the bronze powder adheres to the skin of 
the worker, causing considerable irritation, 
and is inhaled, causing chronic ifrritation 
of the upper air passages. The workers suf- 
fer from headaches, bad taste, loss of appe- 
tite, sometimes vomiting and diarrhoea. 

Glass grinding is another occupation which 
endangers health, not only from the dust 
inhaled, but from lead poisoning from the 
Putty powder which contains a large amount 
of oxide of lead. Potters and gem polishers 
belong in the same category. 

Stone cutters have their own peculiar 
asthma—not real asthma, but chronic short- 
windedness from chronic bronchitis and the 
lodgment of stone dust in the lungs—pneu- 
monokonilosis. 

Mica dust is very irritating, and opens 
the way for infection with tuberculosis. 
“Frosting” in the wall paper industry sub- 
jects workmen to this danger. Another dan- 
serous practice in the wall paper industry 
is applying a finely powdered lamb’s wool 
preparation on pads by hand. This dust is a 
frequent predisposing cause of tuberculosis. 

Cotton dust is very irritant to the upper 
air passages, and most cotton mill and knit- 
ting mill hands are forever “taking cold” or 
having “catarrh” or coughing. Many of them 
develop tuberculosis eventually. Flax dust is 
even more irritating than cotton. 

Many other dusty occupations subject the 
workers to disease of the air passages. The 
dust from feathers, fur, tobacco, bristles 
(brush making), broom making, hair, horn, 
bone and shell are irritants and direct cause 
of disease. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Artificial Ear Drums, 

Please tell me if there is anything recog- 
nized by medical science in the way of an 
invisible artificial ear drum which will im- 
prove the hearing of the deaf. (Mrs. J. M.) 

Answer—yYes, but such an appliance is 
rarely of value. A fairly good idea as to 
whether an artificial drum will help is ob- 
tained by placing a wisp of lamb’s wool loose- 
ly in the canal. If this improves hearing 
slightly, a drum may be helpful. In any case, 
it should be fitted by a specialist who has 
the patient under personal observation. At 
the best, the improvement in hearing would 
be only moderate. 

Can You Hear the Horns? 


Friends tell me that my baby, 11 months 
old, will develop asthma or have his face 
or nose frozen if I let him sleep out on the 
porch. Should I cover the carriage when he 
is sleeping? He never has a cold. He is a 
bottle baby and constipated, and weighs only 
19% pounds.

In Eradication of Cattle Tick 
Is Rapidly Growing Less 


Wditor Constitution: It is very encourag- 
ing to those interested in the real welfare 
and material interests of Georgia and the 
south generally to note the change of tone 
or sentiment in the state, especially in the 
southern part of Georgia and Florida, in re- 
gard to tick eradication. 

A year ago men were blowing up vats 
for dipping stock and were almost ready to 
resist in open revolt the efforts of the gov- 
ernment and county authorities to free that 
section of the deadly Texas tick... Now the 
same sections are dipping voluntarily or 
“taking a vote’ on the question of “Dip or 
Not Dip.” 

We went through a similar experience in 
Tennessee several years ago, and while we 
had no open opposition in our county, vats 
were destroyed just south of us, and there 
were muttered threats and much grumbling 
at being obliged to dip when they did not 
want to, which is even more senseless than 
objections to vaccinations preventing small- 
vox or typhoid. 

There might be a little objection to vac- 
cination, but can be none to dipping for 
Texas fever prevention; only laziness, lack 
of public spirit, or a foolish and unfounded 
pride of personal rights which do not exist. 
It is only a few years ago when the south 
had a great scare by yellow, or Cuban, fever. 
{| remember well how quickly the people 
turned out with guns and staves to quaran- 
tine the towns to prevent people from fe- 
ver-infected places from stopping off. 

Tick eradication is a great public neces- 
sity, just as much as fighting the boll wee- 
vil or smallpox and typhoid, and no man has 
any right to block the way to any great 
public improvement or gain, from any sense 
of self-importance or -mere selfishness and 
laziness, or a combination of the three. 

We would never have good roads, rail- 
roads, drainage on a large scale, or other 
great public utilities, telephone, telegraph— 
in fact, we would soon cease to be a nation, 
even, if a few short-sighted, unpatriotic 
people could block the car of progress by 
talking and kicking up before it. :

Shortly after the house met Friday 
morning Representative Roberts, of

Final Action Thursday. 


It now apears that the house will 
not be able to complete its bill and act 
upon it before Monday, in view of which 
condition it will be Thursday, or per- 
haps later, before the legislature has 
passed the “bone dry” bill and ad- 
journed. 

As a means of saving money to the 
State, if not saving any time to the 
legislators themselves, Representative 
Arnold, of Clay, offered a resolution in 
the house that, in order to study the 
bill more thoroughly, the house post- 
pone further action until Monday, the 
26th, and that the members draw pay 
for two days only. The house refused 
to allow a roll call on the resolution, 
and then voted the resolution down 
125 to ; 

When the bill was taken up for con- 
sideration, among the amendments. of- 
fered to the first section were the fol- 
lowing: 

By Representative Blackburn, of Ful- 
ton, to strike from the bill the words 
“at home or elsewhere” and the words 
“whether intended for personal use 
otherwise,’ these words having refer- 
ence to the prohibition of the keeping 
of liquor at one’s home or elsewhere. 
Amendments to the same effect were 
also’ introduced by Messrs. Bale, Kirby, 
Jones and Redwine. The Blackburn and 
Bale amendments were killed, and the 
others are still pending. 

A committee amendment 
from the first section the 
home or elsewhere,’ which Mr. Yeo- 
mans, of Terrell, member of the com- 
mittee, explained in no wise affected 
the stringency of the bill, carried, over 
the protest and vote of a number of the 
opponents to the entire bill.

He said that in his 
practice of 30 years he had not found 
it so and that a had not used whisky 
in a prescription in ten years. He said 
he was tired of having this charge 
Pushed upon the shoulders of the doc- 
tors. 

Changes Are Expected. 

The passage by the state senate Fri- 
day morning of the “bone dry” prohi- 
bition bill was not unaccompanied by 
a certain expectation that when the 
next session of the legislature meets 
it will take steps to make the law less 
drastic than the form in which it Fri- 
day passed the senate. ; 

Though the severity of the bill was 
warmly fought, in several instances by 
senaters not affiliated with the oppo- 
sition’ to the bill, in the final vote 
upon its passage it passed with but 
six votes against it. These votes 
against the bill were cast by the fol- 
lowing senators: 

Lawrence of the First, Peacock. of 
the Fourteenth, Pickett of the For- 
tieth, Thomas of the Third, Trammell 
of the Thirty-ninth, Ward of the fifth. 

In explaining his vote Senator Ward 
stated that he is in favor of reasonable 
and sane prohibition and that he has 
never before voted against a prohibi- 
tion measure, but that he regards this 
bill as entirely too drastic, especially 
in the feature wherein it proposes to 
take from a man the right to pace 9 a 
reasonable amount of liquor for medic- 
inal purposes in his own home. In the 
Opinion of Senator Ward this feature

Milton Walker Wins 
Novel Insurance Suit 
In the Superior Court 


The trial of the case of Milton Wal- 
Ker vs. Globe and Rutgers Fire Insur- 
ance company, which has engaged the 
attention of Judge Ellis’ division of 
Fulton superior court during the entire 
week, was conclude@ on yesterday by a 
verdict of the jury finding damages in 
favor of the plaintiff for the full 
amount sued for, together with inter- 
est, damages and atsorney’s fees. 

From the pleadings and evidence, it 
appeared that the plaintiff held a pol- 
icy of fire insurance issued by the de- 
fendant company, which declined to 
pay a fire loss on the ground that the 
agent who wrote the policy was not an 
agent of the defendant company, but 
merely a broker acting for the plain- 
tiff, and who failed to deliver to the de- 
fendant company premiums collected 
upon the policy. 

The case attracted considerable at- 
tention in insurance circles, on account 
of the novelty of the issue involved, 
this being the first case in Georgia in 
Which the legal status of insurance 
brokers in their relations to the in- 
Sured and to the insurance company 
has been adjudicated. 

The finding of the jury held the in- 
surance company responsible for the 
premium paid to the broker, and on the 
theory that the defense was no inter- 
posed in good faith, found additional 
damages in favor of the plaintiff, as 
well as interest and attorney’s fees.

Taft Urges All America |] AMERICANS 10ST 
To Support the President 


In Great National Crisis 


The purpose of his 
through the south was succinctly stat- 
ed by former President Taft at the 
Capital City club banquet given in his 
honor last night, as an effort to per- 
suade the people to stand back of the 
president and gain the necessary two- 
thirds of the senate in carrying out a 
program that should politically organ- 
ize the world. That is the tremendous 
opportunity which confronts the Amer- 
ican people today, as he sees it. 

In addition, Mr. Taft laid stress. on 
one side of preparedness which he said 
he had forgotten to speak about in the 
afternoon—that is, the support of the 
Red Cross and its adequate equipment 
to take care of our wounded soldiers 
in the approaching war. 

The dinner to the former president 
was one of the most successful events 
of its kind in the city’s history, and 
will long linger as a pleasant memory 
in the minds of the 250 citizens who 
took advantage of the invitation to be 
present. 

Toastmaster Presented. 

The dinner being given under the 
auspices of the chamber of commerce, 
Ivan E. Allen acted as president, and 
opened the speechmaking after the 
conclusion of the dinner. He hailed the 
distinguished guest as “Universal Citi- 
zen Taft,’ and declared that Atlanta 
had got herself in a condition of pre- 
paredness for just such an occasion as 
this. Albert Howell, Jr., was then 
presented as the toastmaster. 

“T had the pleasure,.”’ said Mr. Howell, 
“some years ago of introducing a 
president of the United States at a 
banquet similar to this, and I have also 
had the pleasure before of acting as 
toastmaster at a ‘bone-dry’ function, 
but never before has it been my pleas- 
ure to present a president of the 
States at a ‘bone-dry’ dinner. 
Mr. Taft needs no introduction to a 
Georgia audience. 

“Many of you who are here voted for 
him for president and many more In- 
dorsed his administration. As judge, 
cabinet minister and president, he made 
no mistakes. The first mistake that I 
ever knew Mr. Taft to make was when 
he referred to our mayor at the Audi- 
torium today as mayor of Georgia, and 
that, I think, was not far wrong, 
after all.

Captain Christopher reached here this 
evening with al] the survivors, who 
were feeling well, notwichstanding the 
hardships they had undergone. 

The Captain’s Story. 

To the Associated Press 
Christopher said: 

“If we had not shown our lights we 
might have escaped. At 8:15 o'clock 
Wednesday evening, with a moderate 
breeze and choppy sea, I was in the 
cabin when aroused by a terrific con- 
cussion. All the lights wens out and 
I rushed on deck in my shirtsleeves to 
stop the engines. [| found that a tor- 
pedo had gone through amidships at 
the spot where the ship's name was il- 
luminated brightly, wrecking the en- 
gine room. ‘ihe light clearly served 
as a target. 

“The liteboats were made ready and 
equipped for lowering. 1 rushed back 
to the cabin in the dark and was just 
able to grab a coat and the sextant 
when a second explosion shook the 
ship. This time it had been torpedoed 
aft, setting the tanks ablaze. The 
burning oil ran in all directions, neces- 
Ssitaking a quick getaway. I found that 
my boat, No. 1, apparently having been 
cut from the towline prematurely, had 
capsized near the ship and none of its 
occupants was seen again. 

“Meanwhile the Healdton was set- 
tling down fast by the stern. One or} 
two poor fellows in the bunkers never 
came up and I expect that they were 
killed there by the explosion. I just 
had time to jump into No. 2 boat. 

“The submarine came up once and 
looked at the sinking ship. No signs 
could be seen on the submarine, which 
immediately dived again. In twenty 
minutes it was all over. Then came 
twelve hours in open boats, insuffi- 
ciently clad and exposed to bitter hail 
and snowstorms, until we were picked 
up by the trawler Java. There was one 
Spaniard in my boat whose clothes 
had been burned off. He died of ex- 
posure. 

“According to my calculations we 

were well within the so-called safe 
channel when the Healdton was tor- 
pedoed.”’ 
The boat from the Healdton that cap- 
sized with twenty men on board has 
been taken into Ymuiden, Holland, by 
a steam trawler. One survivor, a Nor- 
wegian, was found in the boat. His! 
arms had been injured and his legs | 
were frozen. He was taken to the Red |} 
Cross hospital. After the boat capsized 
the Norwegian satlor managed‘ to right 
it and to climb in and remained there 
until rescued by the trawler.

Amsterdam, Mérch 23.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The bread ~ation in Germany 
will be diminished one-fourth begin- 
ning April 15, owing to the scarcity 
of wheat, according to a dispatch from 
Berlin in ‘the Weser Zeitung, of Bre- 
men. The potato ration wit: be con- 
tinued at five pounds weekly, and the 
meat ration will be increased by 250 
2Trams weekly. 

It is announced, adda the dispatch, 
that the ourtailment in the use of 
wheat is necessary to insure the pres- 
ent stocks lasting until’the next har- 
vest. é' 


Copenhagen, March 23.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The announcement of reductions 
in the bread ration in Germany and an 
increase in the meat ration, as receiv- 
ed here, is indicative of Germany’s 
present food difficulties, which the 
Prussian food commissioner, Dr. George 
Michaelis, referred to in a recent 
Speech in the Prussian diet. 

The grain stocks which, even with 

the supplies received from Rumania, 
were barely sufficient to carry through 
the populaxion until the harvest at the 
Old ration, had to be drawn upon to 
compensate for the potato crisis in the 
winter, when for weeks the supplies 
to the cities were interrupted owing 
to the .intensely cold weather. 
The “restoration” of the potato ra- 
tion to five pounds is really a reduction 
when it is considered that the original 
ration in the autumn was seven pounds, 
Then for weeks the actual ration of 
three pounds was unobtainable by a 
large part of the population; Ham- 
burg, for instance, serving it only at 
vecasional intervals, 

The meat ration, on the other hand, 
can be increased owing to the compara- 
tively large stocks of cattle that have 
accumulated and which must be slaugh- 
tered oWiIng to the shortage in fodder.
